4nd immediately any person saw the 
outfit and read the lettering tHere" flashed into that person's 
mind, the thought of Florida, of Miami, of flowers and green 
things, of the great out of doors in shirt sleeves in the winter 
time; and this was followed by the thoughts of bleak winter, 
hard coal fires and shivering chills chasing each oth'er Up "and 
down the spinal column. 
Perhaps this was followed by the 


thought that it might be possible for that person to spend the 
winter in Florida, and immediately plans are dreamed, slowly 
formulated and finally realized. 


And that person goes to Miami, passing through and passing 


up New Smyrna, the most beautiful spot in the state. 


At the same time the passing bungalow on wheels was seen 


by the N'ews man, it was also seen by a prominent winter visitor, 
who is of a literary turn of mind, who has traveled extensively, 
and who has selected New Smyrna as a winter stopping place 
because he was enraptured with its beauty when he first came 
here a few weeks ago.

TED TANNER IS DEAD 


W, M, MARTIN HELD 


DEATH OF WELL KNOWN MAN 


FOLLOWS ALTERCATION 
IN A 


RESTAURANT 
EARLY 
FRIDAY 


MORNING. 


Following 
an altercation in 
the 


Palm cafe at an early hour last Fri- 
day morning, H. W. Tanner, better 
known as "Ted" Tanner, is dead and 
W. M. Martin, better known as "Mac" 
Martin, is being held for trial as be- 
ing responsible for his death. 


During the altercation it is alleged 


Tanner fell or was thrown to the ce- 
ment floor and his skull was fractured. 
He lived about 12 hours. 


A coroner's inquest was held Friday 


night in the Maley undertaking'par- 
lors before Justice W. H. Newell and 
the verdict of the coroner's jury was 
that Martin was responsible for Tan- 
ner's death, and recommended that 
Martin be held for trial. 


According to the stories of the affair 


told by witnesses before the coroner's 
jury Martin and Tanner had been to- 
gether during the evening and had 
been on apparently friendly terms. 
Late in the night they were seen to- 
gether with a bottle of moonshine at 
the south end of the railroad freight 
station. Following this they went to 
the East Coast restaurant and ate to- 
gether, still apparently on good terms. 


Before Tanner had finished eating 


Martin got up and went out. 
After 


Tanner had finished he started for 
home and went into the 'Palm cafe for 
a light for his cigarette. Martin was 
in the restaurant and had just been 
drinking a cup of coffee. As Tanner 
came up to the cigar lighter he made 
some remark about it being time for 
iverybody to be in bed. 
Martin, ap- 


parently, recognized his voice, grab- 
bed his cup, stood up and hurled it 
at Tanner. The cup missed its mark 
and crashed through a window. 
Tan- 


ner rushed at Msrtin and the two men 
came together. 


By some eye witnesses it is claimed 


there were several blows struck, and 
by others it is said there were no 
blows struck, but all agree that dur- 
ing the melee Tanner went to tha 
floor and was apparently stunned. 
After he had been partly revived he 
was placed in an automobile and tak- 
en to a physician, who made a hurried 
examination and considered he was 
not dangerously hurt, so Tanner was 
taken home and put to bed without 
arousing his mother. 


From the time 
Tanner 
left tha 


restaurant'until hs was left in his own 
bed he was conscious and able to 
talk. 
He. himself, did not seem to 


think he was badly hurt. 


When he did not get up in the morn- 


ing Ifls mother went to call him and 
found him unconscious and with tha 
bed covered with blood. ^She at once 
notified her son John, who hurried to 
the house and was unable to aronse 
'ted. A doctor was called, who made 
an examination 
and 
ordered 
him 


taken to the hospital, where a more 
thorough examination was made and 
where it was determined the man was 
then in a dying condition. He lived 
until about. M o'clock in ths afternoon. 


Funeral services over the remains 


of Ted Tanner were held Sunday af- 
ternoon at 2 o'clock at the home of his 
sister. Mrs. D. C. Silvers, conducted 
by Rev. A. B. Cannady. and interment 
was made in the Hawks Park cem- 
etery. The funeral services were at- 
tended by the Woodmen in a body. 


Martin was taken into custody as 


soon as it was determined that Tan- 
ner had been mortally hurt and was 
turned over to Deputy Sheriff Turner, 
who was in the city on his way to De- 
Land, and was taken to the county 
jail to be held until the verdict of 
the coroner's jury.

mitted herewith Is what is known as the "Commission-Manager Plan," and, 
that it may be more thoroughly understood, its organization and the distri- 
bution of its functions are briefly outlined in the following diagrams: 


GENERAL PLAN 


TO THE PROPERTY OWNERS AND VOTERS OF NEW SMYRNA: 


Your Charter Board, elected by you on July 6th last, in accordance, 


with Chapter 6940, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1915, now presents for ydtir. 
earnest consideration a proposed new Charter for our City. This Charter] 
is the result of our best thought and effort expended during many weeks 
of the most painstaking research and work. 
It contains many of 
the most salient features of Charters of many of the best and most econom- 
ically governed cities and towns. 


Your Charter Board has taken great care to keep always in mind that 


our City is not so large or so wealthy as many other cities; that those who 
tnast bear the cost of our municipal government are, for the most part, so 
situated in life that they must earn their living and the money with which 
to pay their taxes by working long hours at their various trades, professions, 
occupations and places of business, and that the people of o\ir City are al- 
ready heavily burdened with various special taxes and bond issues. 


Your Charter Board also recognized the fact that, not through the in- 


dividual shortcomings of those worthy citizens who are now. or have here- 
tofore been in charge of our City government, but by reason of the faults 
and limitations of our present City Charter, our tax payers are not enjoying 
the economy and efficiency of municipal government to which they are en- 
titled; nor has our City had that degree of civic progress, the foundation of 
which nature has so abundantly bestowed, and for .which our progressive 
citizens have so earnestly striven. 


, The crying need of improving upon our present form of City government 


must be apparent to all our people. Those who have made an extensive 
study of the subject of municipal government almost unanimously agree that 
the best results are obtained by placing the executive affairs of the City di- 
rectly in the hands of one man trained in the science of City Management, 
•who is, required to devote his full time to his duties, and who is made directly 
responsible for economy and efficiency; in other words, the "Commission- 
•Manager Plan" Charter. 


Your Charter Board now presents for your ratification or rejection a 


"Commission-Manager Plan" Charter, in which we have earnestly endeavored 
to incorporate such provisions as will, in our opinion, guarantee a more 
economical and efficient administration of the affairs of our City. 


By the adoption of this Charter, we believe the City will be able to get 


one hundred cents in value for every dollar of taxes and that the burden of 
taxation will be more justly distributed. 


Some of iis chief advantages may be briefly mentioned as follows: 
1. It establishes a simple, direct and business-like form of government. 
2. It makes elective officers responsible to public opinion by means of 


the initiative and referendum. 


3. It creates a single-headed administrative establishment, and this ad- 


ministrative unity makes for har'mony between departments, since all are 
subject to a common head. 


4. It insures expertness in administration at the point where it is most 


valuable, namely: at the head. 


5. It takes politics out of City affairs by limiting the number o£ persons 


to be voted for each year to a single legislative officer; thus enabling the 
community to center on the best material available. 


6. It affords to capable men the opportunity of holding office during 


good behavior, plus tending to the development of trained public servants. 


7. It furnishes, through the recall, a simple method of removing in- 


efficient or corrupt officials. 


S. It secures full publicity of official acts, yet eliminates wasteful 


methods of legal advertising. 


9. It prohibits candidates from soliciting office by improper methods. 
10. It provides for the adoption of a "Civic Plan" for New Smyrna; 


thus insuring future improvements and civic development along definite and 
comprehensive lines, and toward the accomplishment of a general plan de- 
vised by expert opinion and previously approved and adopted by the people 
ol the City. 


11. It creates a purchasing department which will effect great saving 


in tue purchase of supplies. 


12. It safeguards the City in franchise matters. 
13. It affords a means of avoiding much unnecessary tearing up of 


streets for service connections. 


14. It provides the means whereby the people of any locality within the 


City may, by their own initiative, obtain needed improvements which will 
specially benefit their property. 


15. Through the initiative it provides a simple and easy method of di-

All powers of the City except such as are

provided by this Charter, or by the Constitution'of the State, are hereby 
vested in the City Commission; and, except as otherwise provided by this 
Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, the City Commission may, by 
ordinance or resolution provide the manner in which any power of the City 
shall be exercised. Neither the City Commission nor any of its members 
shall dictate the appointment of any person to office or employment by the 
City Manager, or in any manner prevent the City Manager from exercising his 
own judgement in selecting the personnel of his administration. The City Com- 
mission and its members shall deal with the administrative service solely 
through the City Manager and neither the City Commission nor any member 
thereof shall give orders to, nor make requests of, any of the subordinates 
of the City Manager, either publicly or privately. 


Section 11. 
QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS: 
Members of the'City 


Commission shall be residents of the City for five years and have the Quali- 
fications of electors and shall be taxpayers on real and personal property 
within the city limits. Officers and employes of the City shall not hold any 
other public office, except as Notaries Public, and shall not be interested in. 
the profits or emoluments o£ any contract, work or service for the munici- 
pality, and any such contract in which any officer or employe is, or may be- 
come interested, shall be declared void by the City Commission. 


Section 12. 
CANVASS BY CANDIDATES FOR COMMISSION PRO- 


HIBITED: 
No candidate for the office of City Commission shall make any 


personal canvass among the voters to secure his nomination or election 
or the nomination and election of any other candidate in the same election. 
He may cause notice of his candidacy to be published in the newspapers and 
may procure the circulation of a petition for his nomination; but he shall 
not personally circulate such petition, nor by writing, nor in any otherwise 
solicit anyone to support him or vote for him. He shall not expend or 
promise any money, office, employment or any otHer thing ol value to secure 
nomination or election, but he may answer such inauiries as may be put 
to him and may declare his position publicly upon matters of public interest,, 
either by addressing public meetings or by making like statements for 
newspaper publication or general circulation. 
A violation of these pro- 


visions or any ot them, shall disqualify him from holding the office if elected 
and the person receiving the next highest number of votes, who has observed 
the foregoing conditions, shall be entitled to the office. 


Section 13. 
JUDGE OF ITS OWN ELECTION: The City Commission 


shall be the Judge of the election and Qualification of its own members sub- 
ject to review by the courts. Any member of th? City Commission who shall 
be convicted of crime while in office shall thereby forfeit his office. 


Section 14. 
ACCEPTANCE OF PASSES AND SPECIAL PRIVILEGES 


PROHIBITED: No City Commissioner or other, officer or employe of the City., 
shall accept any- frank; free ticket, pass or service, directly or indirectly, 
from any person, firm or corporation, upon terms more favorable than are 
granted to the public generally, provided that such prohibition of free service 
shall not apply to policemen or firemen in uniform or wearing their official 
badges, where same is authorized by ordinance, and provided further that 
nothing in this section shall be so construed as to prohibit the use of passea 
or free service that has been or may be granted to any City Commissioner by 
reason of his employment other than as a City Commissioner. 


Section 15. 
FORFEITURE OF OFFICE: Any City Commissioner who 


shall cease to possess any of the Qualifications required under the six pre-- 
ceeding sections shall forthwith forfeit, his office. 


Section 16. 
VACANCIES: When there is a single vacancy in the City 


Commission, the same shall be filled by appointment by the City Com- 
mission, if less than sixty days ensue before the next general or special 
election; if more than sixty days before such election, then an election shall 
be called to fill such vacancy. When there is more than one vacancy, then 
an election shall be called to fill such vacancies. 


Section 17. 
MAYOR: The City Commission shall, at the time of or- 


ganizing, elect one of its members as Mayor ot' the City, fn case the members 
of the City Commission are unable to agree within five clays after the time 
fixed herein for the organization meeting, upon the selection of the Mayor, 
thsn such officer shall be chosen by lot, conducted by the C'ty Clerk, who 
shall certify the result of such lot upon the journal of the City Commission. 


Section 18. 
FUNCTIONS AND POWERS OF MAYOR: 
The Mayor 


shall preside at all meetings of the Cty Commission ant! perform sach other 
duties consistent with his office as may be imposed by it; and shall have a 
voice and iote in the proceedings of the City Commission, but no veto power. 
He maj use the title of Mayor in any ease in which legal instruments of 
writing or other necessity arising from the general laws of the State so re- 
quires; hut this shall not be considered as conferring upon him the admin- 
istrative or judicial functions of a mayor under the general laws of the 
State, lie shall be recognized as the official head of the City by the courts 
for the purpose of serving civil processes; by the Government in the exer- 
cise of military law. and for all ceremonial purposes. He may take com- 
mand ot ibp police and govern the City by proclamation, under the direction 
of the C>l> Commission [hiring times of grave public danger or emergency, 
and the City Commission shall be the, judge of what constitutes such public 
danger or emergency. The powers and duties of the Mayor shall be such as 
are conferred upon him by the City Commission in pursuance of the provisions 
of this Charter, and no others. In the absence of the Mayor the other mem- 
bers of the City Commission shall select one of their number to perform his 
duties. In rase of their inability to select one of their number, then such 
selection shall be made as provided for in the proceeding section. 


Section 19. 
MEETINGS: At 8 o'clock p. m. on the first day of January,

the attention of the City Attorney, whose duty it is hereby made to take 
such legal steps as may be necessary to enforce same.

To attend all meetings of the City Commission, and of Its com- 


mittees, with right to take part in the discussions, 
but without having 


a vote. 


(f) 
To recommend to the City Commission for adoption such measures 


as he may deem necessary or expedient in the interests of the City. 


(g) 
To keep the City Commission fully advised as to the financial con- 


dition and needs of the. City and to submit for its consideration an annual 
budget. 
(h) 
To perform such other duties asvmay be prescribed under this 


Charter or as may be required of him by ordinance or resolution of the City 
Commission. 


(i) 
He shall be purchasing agent for the City, by whom all purchases 


of supplies shall be made and he shall approve all vouchers for the payment 
SI same. In the capacity of purchasing agent he shall also conduct all sales 
of personal property which the City Commission may authorize to-be sold as 
having become unnecessary or unfit for the City's use. Al! purchases .ind 
sales shall conform to such regulations as the City Commission may from 
time to time prescribe; but in any case, if an amount in excess of $200.00 
be involved, opportunity for competition shall be given.

DISPOSITION OF MONEYS COLLECTED AS FINES: 


The Municipal Court shall have authority to preserve order and decorum and 
shall be invested with the same powers to that end by fine and imprisonment, 
as are possessed and authorized to be exercised by Criminal Courts of Record 
within the State. All fines, penalties and fees collected in the Municipal 
Court and by the Police of the City shall be a part of the revenues of the City 
and shall be paid to the City Auditor and Clerk on the day on which col- 
lected, and receipt taken therefor. The money so paid into the City depos- 
itory may by ordinance of the City Commission, be appropriated to any par- 
ticular fund and shall thereafter be used'in accordance with such ordinance. 


Section 47. 
REPORT OF ARRESTS: It shall be the duty of the Chief 


of Police, or the police officer acting as his deputy or representative in at- 
tendance upon the Municipal Court, to report to the City Auditor and Clerk 
at the hour fixed for the convening of such Court each day,, all arrests and 
committals that have been made since the last session of the Court, the 
names of the accused and the offences with which charged, the names of the 
witnesses in the respective cases and the bonds or other securities of those 
who may have been released, if any there be. 


Section 48. 
LABOR REQUIRED OF PRISONERS: 
All persons im- 


prisoned after conviction in the Municipal Court shall be required to work 
for the City at such labor as their health and strengths will permit, within or 
without the limits of the City, not exceeding eight hours each day and for not 
exceeding sixty consecutive days for one offence.

REMISSION OF FINES AND PENALTIES: No fine or 


other penalty imposed by the Municipal Court shall be remitted except by 
action of the City Commission upon the recommendation of the Municipal 
Judge; provided, however, that this shall not be construed as precluding the 
Municipal Judge from suspending sentences imposed by such Court. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY, PUBLIC WORKS AND WELFARE 


Section 50. 
DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF CITY MANAGER: 


The City Manager as the administrative officer of the City shall be the head 
of each department provided for under this Charter, and shall be responsible 
for its successful and business-like operation. 
He shall be the active head 


of the Department of Public Safety, Public Works and Welfare, which de- 
partment shall have cognizance of all matters making for the welfare of the 
community, such as the control of its charitable and correctional institutions 
and the management and supervision of all public improvements, works and 
undertakings of the City, except as otherwise specifically provided for 
under this Charter. 


Section 53. 
PUBLIC HEALTH: 
When authorized by ordinance of 


the City Commission, the City Manager may appoint a City Health Officer, 
whose duty it shall be -to enforce the rules and regulations or the State Board 
of Health and the ordinances of the City relative to the preservation and 
promotion of the public health and to recommend such action from time to 
time as he may deem necessary, including the inspection of dairies, slaughter 
houses, etc.. as provided in Section 7 of this Charter, for the prevention, 
abatement and suppression of nuisances and 
for the preservation of the 


life and health of the inhabitants of the City. The City Health Officer will 
also perform such duties with regard to the sanitary inspection of the City 
and supervision of the production, transportation, storage and sale of food and 
foodstuff's as is necessary and proper, and will perform such other duties as 
may from time to time be required of Mm by the City Manager, under the 
ordinances or resolutions of the City Commission. The City Auditor and Clerk 
shall keep a complete and accurate system of vital statistics. 


Section 52. 
POLICE FORCE: 
The police force of the City of New 


Smyrna shall consist, of a Chief of Police and as many subordinate officers, 
policemen and employes as the City Commission shall by ordinance de- 
termine. The Chief of Police shall have, exclusive control of the stationing 
and transfer of all patrolmen and other officers and employes constituting 
tire police force, subject to the approval of the City Manager and under 
such rnjes and regulations as the City Commission may prescribe, or as may- 
be prescribed bv the ordinances of the City. 


Section 53. 
APPOINTMENT OF EXTRA PATROLMEN: 
In case of 


riot or other grave emergency and (luring elections or similar occasions, 
the City Manager may appoint additional patrolmen and officers for tem- 
porary service. No person shall act as a special policeman, special detec- 
tive, or other special police officer for any ourpose whatsoever, except on 
written authority of the City Manager. Such authority shall be exercised 
only under the' direction and control of the Chief of Police for a specified 


ative to the preservation and promotion of public health, shall manage or 
inspect water, lighting, heating, power and transportation enterprises of the 
City; shall manage and control the use, construction, improvement, repair 
and maintenance of all recreation facilities of the City, including parks, 
playgrounds and public gymnasiums, bath houses and social centers; he shall 
manage and supervise all public improvements, works and undertakings of 
the City, except as otherwise provided in this Charter; he shall have charge 
of the construction, improvement, repair and maintenance of streets, side- 
walks, alleys, lanes, bridges, viaducts, aqueducts, public highways, sewers, 
drains, ditches, culverts, streams, water courses, and all public buildings; 
he shall manage and control market houses, crematories, sewerage disposal 
plants and farms, and he shall enforce all the obligations of privately 
owned or operated public utilities which are enforceable by the City; he 
shall have charge of the making and preservation of all surveys, maps, 
plans, drawings and estimates for such public work; tba cleaning, sprinkling 
and lighting of streets and public places; the collection and disposal of 
wastes; the preservation of tools and appliances belonging to the City and 
pertaining to the functions of its several departments, and shall perform 
all the duties of Director of Public Works. 


aion shall appoint a City Attorney, upon such terms as may be agreed upon 
at the time of his appointment, who shall act as the legal advisor to, and 
attorney and counselor for, the municipality and all of its officers in matters 
relating to their official duties. 
He shall prepare all contracts, bonds and

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DEPARTMENT OF RECORDS AND TAXATION 


Section 57. 
CITY AUDITOR AND CLERK, DUTIES OF: There shall 


be a City Auditor and Clerk, who shall be appointed by and serve during the 
pleasure of the City Commissioners and who, under the supervision of the 
City Manager, shall be director of the Department of Records and Taxation. 
He;shall issue all warrants for the payment of money by the City; shall keep 
an accurate account of all taxes and assessments, of all moneys due to, and 
of all receipts and disbursements by the municipality; of all of its assets 
and liabilities and of all appropriations made by the City Commission. He 
shall submit to the City Commission at its first meeting in each month a 
complete and comprehensive report covering the next preceeding month of 
the receipts and expenditures and of the financial condition of the City, 
which report shall be published within fifteen days thereafter ,iu a local 
newspaper.- He shall make and keep a list of the outstanding city bonds, 
to whom issued, for what purpose, when and where payable and the rate of 
interest they respectively bear and he shall recommend such action from 
time to time to the City Commission, through the City Manager, as will 
insure the punctual payment of principal and interest of such bonds. He 
shall furnish the City Manager at any time such reports, data and in- 
formation as may be necessary to fully inform the latter as to the financial 
affairs of the City, furnishing him such estimates of the expense of the City 
government as may be necessary to form the basis of the annual jmcfget and 
to determine the revenue to ne raised each year. 


Section 58. 
PREPARATION OF ESTIMATES: He shall make, or 


cause to be made, estimates of the expense of any work to be done by the 
City, shall countersign all contracts made in behalf of the City, and certifi- 
cates of the work authorized by the City Commission or any other City 
official. 
No contract made in behalf of the City or to which the City is a 


party shall be valid unless countersigned by the City Auditor and Clerk; 
lie shall keep regular books of account, in which shall be entered all indebted- 
ness of the City and which shall at all times show the financial condition 
of the City, the amount of bonds, orders, certificates or other evidence ot 
indebtedness outstanding and the amount of all bonds, orders, certificates or 
other evidences of indebtedness which have been redeemed; he shall counter- 
sign all bonds, orders, certificates or other evidence of indebtedness of the 


ity and keep accurate account thereof, which accounts shall show for what 


purpose issued, to whom, and the amount thereof; he shall keep account with 
all disbursing officers and employes of the City, showing the amounts they 
have received from different sources of revenue, and the amounts they have 
disbursed, as authorized under the ordinances of the City. He shall keep 
a list of all certificates issued for work or for any other purpose, and, be- 
fore the levy of the City Commission of any special tax upon property 
n the City, or any part thereof, he shall furnish to the City Manager for 
the information of the City Commission, a schedule of all lots or rareels 
of land which may be subject to the proposed tax or assessment and which 
it may be necessary to levy on, which said schedule shall be certified by 
his affidavit and shall be prima facie evidence of the facts stated therein, iu 
all cases wherein the validity of such 
tax or\assessment shall come in 


question. Acting upon such schedule the City Commission may, if they deem 
such special tax or assessment legal and just, cause the same to be levied. 


Section 59. 
CERTIFICATE OF FUNDS: 
After May 1. 19?1. no con- 


tract, agreement or other obligation involving the expenditure of money shall 
be entered into, nor shr.H any online nee, resolution or order foi' the es- 
pcnditure of money be passed by the City Commission or be authorized by 
any officer of the City, unless the. City Auditor and Clerk first certifies to 
tha City Commission or to the proper officer, as the case may be, that the 
mr.ney required for such contract, agreement, obligation or expenditure, is 
in the depository to the credit of the fund from which it is to be drawn, and 
not appropriated, for any other purpose, which certificate shall be filed and 
immediately recorded. The sum so certified shall not thereafter be con- 
sidered unappropriated until, the City is discharged from the contract, agree- 
ment or obligation. All moneys actually in the depository to the credit of 
the fund from which they are to be drawn and all moneys applicable to 
payment of obligations or appropriations involved, that are anticipated to 
come into the depository before the maturity of such contract, agreement 
or obligation, from taxes or assessments, or from sales or sen-ices, products 
or by-proudcts, or from any City undertaking, fees, charges, accounts, and 
bills receivable, or other claims in the process of collection; and all moneys 
applicable to the payment of such obligation or appropriation, which are to 
be paid into the depository prior to the maturity thereof, arising from the 
sale or lease of lands or other property and the money to be derived from 
lawfully authorized bonds sold and in process of delivery, shall, for the pur- 
pose of such certificate, be deemed in the depository to the credit of the 
appropriate fund and subject to such certification. 


Section 60. 
AUDIT AND CERTIFICATION OF CLAIMS: 
All claims 


and demands against the City, before they are allowed by the City Commis- 
sion shall be examined and adjusted and their correctness certified by the 
City Auditor and Clerk. He shall keep a record of his accounts and doings 
and a record of all contracts to which the City is a'party, with an index there- 
to, and such books shall be open to the inspection of all parties interested. 


Section61. 
SYSTEM OF ACCOUNTS AND FORMS: The City Audit- 


or and Clerk shall prescribe and require, except as there may be prescribed 
and required by law, the use of plain and uniform systems of keeping books 
of accounts of all City departments, officers or employes who are charged 
with the receipt or disbursement of any of the funds of the" City, or who may 
be authorized to purchase materials and supplies or to employ labor for the 
City; he shall prescribe the forms of vouchers or other evidence of the re- 
ceipt of money from the City or for the establishment of demands against, 
the City; he shall require a daily report from each department, office, officer 
or employe of the City receiving and disbursing funds of the City, showing 
all sums received and disbursed,

Section 62. 
AUDIT OF ACCOUNTS: At the end of each fiscal year, 


and oftener if so required by the City Commission, he shall audit the accounts 
of the several departments, officers and employes and shall audit all other 
acocunts in which the municipality is interested. He shall at all times have 
access to and may inspect and take copies of all books on which entries are 
made or are required to be made, relating to the receipt or expenditure of 
money oil account of the City, and of all vouchers, accounts, bills, warrants, 
drafts, contracts, or other papers relating thereto. 


Section 63. 
MAY ADMINISTER OATHS: He shali have power to ad- 


minister oaths for the purpose of ascertaining the facts relating to any charge 
or claims against the City, made or claimed by any person, partnership, asso- 
ciation or corporation whatsoever; he shall inquire into and inform himself 
as to the legality of all claims to he paid out of the City depository or the 
reasonableness of the prices charged or claimed for materials, supplies OP 
labor and the facts as to the delivery or rendition thereof to or for the use 
of the City, and for this purpose he shall have power to require evidence that 
the amount of any claim is justly due and in conformity to law and or- 
dinances, and for that purpose he may summon before him any officer, agent 
or employe of any department of the municipality, or any other person and 
examine him upon oath or affirmation -relative thereto.

FINANCIAL RECORDS AND REPORTS: The accounting 


procedure established in the office of the City Auditor and Clerk shall be 
adequate to provide a record in detail of all transactions affecting the ac- 
quisition, custodianship and disposition of value's, including cash receipts and 
disbursements and such facts shall be so presented in the reports which he

Section 112. 
FAILURE TO PASS TAX LEVY: 
If, in any year, the 


City Commission shall fail to pass a levy ordinance or if the levy ordinance 
in any year shall be invalid or inoperative, the return of taxes for the fiscal 
year shall be the same as it was the year before, item for item. 


Section 113. 
DESCRIPTION OF CLASSES OF PROPERTY: 
For the 


purpose of assessment, the soil shall be known as "Land" and everything 
attached thereto shall be known as "Improvements" and such "Improve- 
ments" when owned by the tenant, may be assessed in his or her name apart 
from the "Land." 
Articles other than "Land" or "Improvements" shall 


be known as "Personal Property." 


Section 114. 
TAXES, WHEN PAYABLE: All taxes shall be due and 


payable on the first Monday in November in each year, or as soon thereafter 
as the assessment 
roll may be compiled by the City Auditor, Clerk 


and Collector, ot which he shall give notice by publication, and the collection 
of taxes remaining due and upaid on the first day of March thereafter shall, 
from that date, bear interest at the rate of one per cent per month, which 
shall be added thereto and collected with the taxes.

shall be sufficient to describe the lots by their appropriate lot numbers and 
the lands by metes and bounds; and this rule of description shall apply in 
all proceedings in which lots and lands are to be charged with special assess- 
ments.

assets, financial obligations, gross revenues, net profits and all the operations 
of such utility which, are usually shown by a complete system of bookkeeping. 


Each such person or corporation, within sixty days after the end of 


each of its fiscal years, unless the City Commission shall extend the time, 
shall file with the City Commission a report for the preceding fiscal year, 
showing the gross revenue, the net profits, expenses of repairs, betterments 
and additions, amount paid for salaries, - amount paid for interest and dis- 
count, other eipenses of operation, and such other information, if any, as 
the City Commission may from time to time prescribe. If the City Com- 
mission shall prescribe the form for such reports, then such reports shall be 
made in the form from time to time prescribed by the City Commission. 


It shall be the duty of each such person or corporation to furnish the City 


Commission such supplementary or special information about its affairs as 
the City Commission may demand; and the City Commission or its author- 
ized representative, shall at any and all reasonable times have access to 
all the books, records and papers of each and every such person or corpor- 
ation, with the privilege of .taking copies of same or any part thereof. 


The duties herein prescribed may be specifically enforced by appropriate 


legal proceedings; and, in addition, each such person, or corporation, for fail- 
ure to comply with the provisions of this section shall be liable to the City of 
New Smyrna, Florida, in the sum of twenty-five dollars per day for each day 
of such failure, to be recovered in a civil action in the name of the City. 


• The provisions of this section do not apply to any utility extending in its 


operations to other communities not properly suburban to the City of New 
Smyrna, Florida. ' 


Section 173. 
GRANTS NOT INCLUDED: Revocable permits for lay- 


ing spur tracks across or along streets, alleys or public grounds to connect 
a steam or electric railroad with any property in need of switching facilities 
shall not be regarded as a grant within the meaning of this Charter, but may 
lie permitted in accordance with such terms and conditions as the City Com- 
mission may by ordinance prescribe.

Section 174. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS: Nothing in this Charter con- 


tained shall operate in any way, except as herein specifically stated, to limit 
the City Commission in the exercise of any of its lawful powers respecting 
public utilities, or to prohibit the City Commission from imposing in any 
such grant such further restrictions and provisions as it may deem to be in 
the public interest provided only that the same are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Charter or the constitution of the State.

GENERAL PROVISIONS.

PUBLIC MEETING: In Hie interest of the citizens and 


taxpayers and their knowledge of the manner in which the affairs of the City 
are being conducted, a public meeting shall be called once each year.

If. after a full and free 
discussion, a majority o£ the taxpayers of the City there present shall de- 
cide some definite proposition would be to the best interests of the City, 
they may embody such proposition in a recommendation to the City Com- 
mission. This recommendation shall be acted upon by the City Commission 
at their next regular meeting. It such action be favorable thereto, it shall 
at once be embodied in an appropriate ordinance or resolution, which ordi- 
nance or resolution may be subject to the referendum, as are other ordi- 
nances and resolutions

Section 213. 
FIRST ELECTION: Immediately after the ratification of 


this Charter, as hereinafter provided, the City Clerk shall call a special elec- 
tion to be held at the City Council Chamber in the City of New Smyrna, 
Florida, on the 28th day of December. A. D. 1920, for the purpose of electing 
three City Commissioners and a Municipal Judge. Notice of such election 
shall be published in four consecutive weekly issues of a newspaper of general 
circulation in the City.

already been taken to Charlotte for a 
serious operation,- Miss Harry accom- 
panying her on the journey as she 
had never been on the train before. 


But the value of a Red Cross pub- 


lic health nurse is not limited to re- 
mote rural communities, as the fol- 
lowing extracts from a report made 
by a woman of Athens, Ga., who in- 
terested herself In the work of the 
Red Cross nurse employed by the 
Clarke County Chapter will show. The 
report, which was published in the 


Athens Banner, says, in part: 


I went in to ask Miss Crawford, 


the Clarke County Red Cross nurse 
about her work recently, and I was 
not only interested in what she had 
to tell me, but aroused as to my own 
responsibilities in the matter of health. 


I bad an idea that Miss. Crawford's 


duties as county nurse consisted ID 
going about nursing charity cases. But 
uo, indeed. That just shows how ig- 
norant I was ot the sort of an invest- 
nent 1 bad made with my Red Grose 
dollar. 


Miss Crawford works on the theory 


that an ounce of jreventlon is worth 
a pound of cure. 
She says she has 


not time for what seems to be tech 
nically known as "bed-side nursing." 
When anyone in the county is taken 
sick, Miss Crawford will go into the 
home and show the members ot the 
family how to nurse the patient. She 
will stay perhaps two hours at a time, 
and for such a visit you may pay her 
a quarter or fifty cents, or even fif- 
teen cents, If you prefer not to accept 
charity, and she will explain to you 
what is needed in the case of the 
particular illness you are nursing and 
help you with the first Eteps. 


In Tuckston and Oconee Heights she 


haq organized regular classes In home 
nursing. These cla^o3s meet once a 
week in Oconee Heights, once every 
two weeks in Tuckston, and Miss Craw- 
ford shows her pupils, at their leisure 
and under more favorable 
circum- 


stances than when there IB actual Ill- 
ness, the same things that she shows 
the housekeeper when she is called 
into a home where there is sickness. 


In East Athens she has a Little 


Mothers' Club, where she is teaching 
these same things to the girls. 


And last Saturday she started a 


Health Center in Winterville. 
She 


told me they were going to start a 
Health Center next week in East Ath- 
ens.

CHARTER PRESENTED TO VOTERS 


TO THE PROPERTY OWNERS AND VOTERS OF NEW SMYRNA: 


Your Charter Board, elected by you on July 6th last, in accordance, 


wttn Chapter 6940, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1915, now presents for ydtir 
earnest consideration a proposed new Charter for our City. This Charter) 
is tne result of our best thought and effort expended during many weeks 
or tie 
most painstaking research and work. 
It contains many of 


the most salient features of Charters of many of the best and most econom- 
ically governed cities and towns. 


Your Charter Board has taken great care to keep always in mind that 


our City is not so large or so wealthy as many other cities; that those who 
must bear the cost of our municipal government are, for the most part, so 
situated in life that they must earn their living and the money with which 
to pay their taxes by working long hours at their various trades, professions, 
occupations and places of business, and that the people of our City are al- 
ready heavily burdened with various special taxes and bond issues. 


Your Charter Board also recognized the fact that, not through the in- 


dividual shortcomings of those worthy citizens who are now. or have here- 
tofore been in charge of our City government, but by reason of the faults 
and limitations of our present City Charter, our tax payers are not enjoying 
the economy and efficiency of municipal government to which they are en- 
titled; nor has our City had that degree of civic progress, the foundation of 
which nature has so abundantly bestowed, and for which our progressive 
citizens have so earnestly striven. 


, The crying need of improving upon our present form of City government 


must be apparent to all our people. Those who have made an extensive 
study of the subject of municipal government almost unanimously agree that 
the best results are obtained by placing the executive affairs of the City di- 
rectly in the hands of one man trained In the science of City Management, 
•who is, required to devote his full time to his duties, and who is made directly 
responsible for economy and efficiency; in other words, tie "Commission- 
•Manager Plan" Charter. 


Your Charter Board now presents for your ratification or rejection a 


"Commission-Manager Plan" Charter, in which we have earnestly endeavored 
to incorporate such provisions as will, in our opinion, guarantee a more 
economical and efficient administration of the affairs of our City. 


By the adoption of this Charter, we believe the City will be able to get 


one hundred cents in value for every dollar of taxes and that the burden of 
taxation will be more justly distributed. 


Some of iis chief advantages may be briefly mentioned as follows: 
1. It establishes a simple, direct and business-like form of government. 
2. It makes elective officers responsible to public opinion by means of 
the initiative and referendum. 


3. It creates a single-headed administrative establishment, and this ad- 


ministrative unity makes for harmony between departments, since all are 
subject to a common head. 


4. ft insures expertness in administration at the point where it is most 
valuable, namely: at the head. 


5. It takes politics out of City affairs by limiting the number of persons 


to be voted for each year to a single legislative officer; thus enabling the 
community to centei on the best material available. 


6. It affords to capable men the opportunity of holding office during 


good behavior, plus tending to the development of trained public servants 


7. It furnishes, through the recall, a simple method of removing in- 


efficient or corrupt officials. 


S. It secures full publicity of official acts, vet eliminates wasteful 
methods of legal advertising. 


9. It prohibits candidates from soliciting office by improper methods 
10. It provides for the adoption of a "Civic Plan" for New Smyrna- 


thus insuring future improvements and civic development along definite and 
comprehensive lines, and toward the accomplishment of a general plan de- 
vised by expert opinion and previously approved and adopted by the people 


11. It creates a purchasing department which will effect great saving 
in the purchase of supplies. 


12. It safeguards the City in franchise matters. 
13. It affords a means ot avoiding much unnecessary tearing up of 
streets for service connections. 


14. It provides the means whereby the people of any locality within the 


City may, by their own initiative, obtain needed improvements which will 
specially benefit their property. 


15. Through the initiative it provides a simple and easy method of di- 


rect legislation whenever necessity demands it, 


16. It recognizes the people as the sole source of governmental powe 


and imposes upon each member of the community the duty and responsibilit 
of actively interesting himself in the aftairs of the City. 


The form of City government proposed under the Charter which is sub 


mitted herewith is what is known as the "Commission-Manager Plan," am 
that it may be more thoroughly understood, its organization and the distr 
bution of its functions are briefly outlined in the following diagrams:

or appropriate to the exercise thereof, the City shall have, and may exercise 
all other powers which, under the constitution and laws of Florida, it would

Charter also would give tie city the right to exercise police powers over 
abbatoirs, dairies, slaughter houses and sanitation, for a distance of flvs 
miles from the City limits, provided, only, that such action should not b» 
taken within the corporate limits of any neighboring municipality. 


Section 8. 
GENERAL DESCRIPTION: The form of Government of 


the City of New Smyrna provided for under this Charter shall be that known 
as the "Commission-Manager Plan" and the City Commission shall consist ot 
three citizens, who shall be elected at large in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided. The City Commission shall constitute the Governing Body with' 
powers hereinafter provided to pass ordinances, adopt regulations, and ap- 
point a Chief Administration Officer to be known as the "City Manager" and 
to exencise all other powers hereinafter provided,

Section 9. 
CREATION OF COMMISSION: 
There is hereby created 


a City Commission to consist of three electors^of the City elected at large, 
who shall hold office for three years; provided, that at the first election 
held under this Charter the candidate having the largest vote shall serve 
three years, the one having the next hlgest number of votes for two years, 
and the one having the third highest number of votes for one year and 
at each annual election thereafter, one Commissioner shall be voted for. 


Section 10. 
POWERS: 
All powers of the City except such as are 


vested in the jurisdiction of a Municipal Court and except as otherwise 
provided by this Charter, or by the Constitution-of the State, are hereby 
vested in the City Commission; and, except as otherwise provided by this 
Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, the City Commission may, by 
ordinance or resolution provide the manner in which any power of the City 
shall be exercised. Neither the City Commission nor any of its members 
shall dictate the appointment of any person to office or employment by the 
City Manager, or in any manner prevent the City Manager from exercising his 
own judgement m selecting the personnel of his administration. The City Com- 
mission and its members shall deal with the administrative service solely 
through the City Manager and neither the City Commission nor any member 
thereof shall give orders to, nor make requests of, any of the subordinates 
of the City Manager, either publicly or privately 


Section 11. 
QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS: 
Members of the'City 


Commission shall be residents of the City for five years and have the quali- 
fications of electors and shall be taxpayers on real and personal property 
within the city limits. Officers and employes of the City shall not hold any 
other public office, except as Notaries Public, and shall not be interested in 
the profits or emoluments of any contract, work or service for the munici- 
pality, and any such contract in which any officer or employe is, or may be- 
come interested, shall be declared void by the City Commission 


Section 12. 
CANVASS BY CANDIDATES FOR COMMISSION PRO- 


HIBITED: 
No candidate for the office of City Commission shall make any 


personal canvass among the voters to secure his nomination or election 
or the nomination and election of any other candidate in the same election 
He may cause notice of his candidacy to be published in the newspapers and 
may procure the circulation of a petition for his nomination- but he shall 
not personally circulate such petition, nor by writing, nor in any otherwise 
solicit anyone to support him or vote for him. He shall not expend or 
promise any money, office, employment or any otHer thing of value to secure 
nomination or election, but he may answer such inquiries as may be put 
to him and may declare his position publicly upon matters of public interest, 
either by addressing public meetings or by making like statements for' 
newspaper publication or general circulation. 
A violation of these pro- 


visions or any of them, shall disqualify him from holding the office if elected, 
and the person receiving the next highest number of votes, who has observed 
the foregoing conditions, shall be entitled to the office

JUDGE OF ITS OWN ELECTION: The City Commission 
shall be the judge of the election and qualification of its own members sub- 
iect to review by the courts.

'ROHIBITED: No City Commissioner or other officer or employe of the City, 
shall accept any- frank, free ticket, pass or service, directly or Indirectly

granted to the public generally, provided that such prohibition of free service 
shall not apply to policemen or firemen in uniform or wearing their official 
jadges, where same is authorized by ordinance, and provided further that

FORFEITURE OF OFFICE: Any City Commissioner who

The Bank designated as City Depository shall give surety bond or other 


security satisfactory to the City Commission, guaranteeing the safety of 
the City's funds and the faithful performance of its duties. 


It shall be the duty of the City Commission before designating a Depos- 


itory, to carefully consider the reputation, financial condition, facilities for 
service and rate of interest offered by all banks bidding.

shall be kept on file by the City Clerk and Auditor and shall be open to the 
Inspection of all parties interested. 


Officers of the Bank designated as City Depository shall not be con- 
sidered City officers.

such account or claim shall have been approved by the head of the depart- 
ment for which the indebtedness was incurred and by the City Manager, and 
such officers and their sureties shall be liable to the municipality for all loss 
and damage sustained by the municipality by reason of corrupt or improper 
approval of any such claim or account against the municipality. 


Section 89. 
LEVIES: The City of New Smyrna shall have power to 


levy taxes each year for the ordinary purposes of the municipality; provided 
that such levy shall be at a rate not to exceed twenty-four mills on the 
assessed valuation of the taxable property within its limits, which assessed 
valuation shall not exceed the last valuation thereof by the state for taxation. 
The words "ordinary purposes" shall be construed to mean all expenses for 
salaries o'f officers and employes, police and fire force maintenance, cleaning 
of street, illumination, incidental expenses of administration of the public 
business ancl all other purposes strictly municipal in their character which 
are annual and continuing, including reasonable expenditures for adver- 
tising and prompting the Interests of the municipality through legitimate ancl 
recognized mediums for the accomplishment of such purposes, and for pro- 
moting the welfare of the people of the City by such means as will contribute 
toward making the said City more attractive as place ot residence. 


Section 90. 
SPECIAL TAX: In addition to the foregoing levy of not 


exceeding twenty-four mills, said municipal corporation may annually levy 
and collect a special tax tor permanent improvements and the adornment, 
paving and improvement of the streets and public grounds 01 the City and 
the property of the municipally beyond the limits of the City, which levy 
shall not exceed seven and one-half -(7%) mills on the assessed value 
of the taxable property of the City. Said corporation shall also levy and

such sum as may be commanded to be levied by any mandamus legally issued 
against the City.

expenditures of funds for permanent improvements shall be restricted to 
such purposes as are contemplated under the plan of the City Plan Board 
.-which may have been approved and adopted as herein provided for. Men> 
bers of the City Commission and the Cit.v Manager shall be ex-officio 'mem- 
bers of the City Plan Board.

CITY PLAN FUND:

Section 112. 
FAILURE TO PASS TAX LEVY: 
If, in any year, the 


City Commission shall fall to pass a levy ordinance or if the levy ordinance 
in any year shall be invalid or inoperative, the return of taxes for the fiscal 
year shall be the same as it was the year before, item for item. 


Section 113. 
DESCRIPTION OF CLASSES OF PROPERTY: For the 


purpose of assessment, the soil shall be known as "Land" and everything 
attached thereto shall be known as "Improvements" and such "Improve- 
ments" when owned by the tenant, may be assessed in his or her name apart 
from the "Land." 
Articles other than "Land" or "Improvements" shall 


be known as "Personal Property." 


Section 114. 
TAXES, WHEN PAYABLE: All taxes shall be due and 


payable on the first Monday in Xovember in each year, or as soon thereafter 
as the assessment roll may be compiled by the City Auditor, Clerk 
and Collector, ot which he shall give notice by publication, and the collection 
of taxes remaining due and uuaid on the first day of March thereafter shall, 
from that date, bear interest at the rate of one per cent per month, which 
shall be added thereto and collected with the taxes. 


WHEN TAX BOOKS CLOSE: The tax books shall close 


ot March and the City Auditor and Clerk shall proceed as 


'Section lir.. 


on the first day 
hereinbefore provided. 


Section 116. 
MAY ISSUE DISTRESS WARRANTS: 
The City Au- 


ditor, Clerk and Collector shall have power to issue distress warrants and 
alias and pluries distress warrants in the name of the State and City to 
enforce collection ot taxes on property and privileges. Such warrants may be 
executed by the Chief of Police or by any Constable or Sheriff. 


Section 117. 
CONSTITUTE A LIEN: 
Taxes and assessments, to- 


gether with the interest imposed for delinquency and cost of collection, shall 
bf: and continue a lien upon the property assessed, superior to all other liens 
or claims, until the same shall be paid. Every tax on personal property 
shall also be a lien upon the real property of the owner thereof. All such 
liens shall be enforced as are other liens. 


Section US. 
COLLECTION OF TAXES: 
The City Auditor. Clerk 


and Collector shall, unless otherwise provided, proceed substantially in the 
same manner in the collection of taxes and sale of lands and personal prop- 
erty for non-payment of taxes and licenses as do State Collectors under the 
State law, and shall be subject to the same penalties as are prescribed by 
the laws of Florida for any violation of the duties imposed upon him by 


Board and diroi 11112 thai the improvement proceed. 
In such ordinance it 


shall be sufficient to describe the lots and lands abutting upon the con- 
templated improvement and to be assessed therefor, as "All lots and lands 
bounding and abuttmK 'ipon such improvement between and including the 
termini of the improu-uient." and in describing lands which do not abut, it 
shall be sufficient to describe the lots by their appropriate lot numbers and 
the lands by metes and bounds; and this rule of description shall apply in 
all proceedings in which lots and lands are to be charged with special assess- 
ments. 


Section 129. 
SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS, WHEN PAYABLE: Special 


assessments shall be pa>able by the owners of the property assessed at the 
time stipulated in the ordinance, and shall be a lien from the date of the 
assessment upon the respective lots and parcels of land assessed, enforceable 
in the manner provided by the laws of the State of Florida, arising by reason 
of default in payment of taxation. 


Section 130. 
DAMAGES ASSESSED: 
At the time of the passage of 


the ordinance determining to proceed with an improvement as hereinbefore 
provided, the City Commission shall decide whether the claim for damages 
which have been filed as provided under Section 127 shall be allowed and 
paid or judicially inquired into either before commencing or after the com- 
pletion ot the proposed improvement. 
If the City Commission shall decide 


that the damages shall be assessed before commencing the improvement, 
the City Attorney shall then make a written application to the judge of the 
Citcuit Court for the summoning of a jury to determine such damages, and 
the judge shall direct that a jury be summoned as is provided for the ap- 
propriation of property, and fix the time and place for inquiry into, and assess- 
ment of such damage, which inquiries for assessment shall be confined to 
such claims. 


Section 131. 
DETERMINATION OF DAMAGES: 
When the City 


Commission determines to assess the damages after the completion of the 
improvement for which claim for damages has been filed as hereinbefore 
provided, the City Attorney shall, within ten days after the completion of the 
improvement, make written application as hereinbefore provided in case of 
ascertainment of damages before improvements are made, and the same pro- 
ceedings shall be had as provided for in the next preceeding paragraph. A 
person who claims damages arising from any cause shall not commence a 
suit therefor against the City until he shall have filed claim for such damages 
with the City Auditor and Clerk, and until sixty days shall have elapsed there 
after.

No such grant or franchise shall be renewed earlier than two years prior to 
its expiration unless the City Commission shall by unanimous vote of its 
members first declare by ordinance its intention of considering a renewal 
thereof. All grants of rights to make extension of any public utility shall be 
subject as far as practicable to the terms of the original gram and shall 
expire therewith. 


Section 167. 
CONDITIONS: The City Commission in ordinances grant- 


ing or renewing any franchise to construct and operate a. public utilityt and 
subject to the approval of a majority of the qualified electors, as provided in 
.Section 165, shall prescribe the kind and quality of service or product to be 
furnished, the rate or rates to be charged therefor, the manner in which the 
streets and public grounds shall be used and occupied, and other terms 
.and conditions conducive to the public interest. All such grants and re- 
newals thereof shall reserve to the City the right to terminate the same 
Upon purchasing all of the property, and property rights of the.utility as 
•well aa extensions thereof wihin or without the City, used in or useful in 
•or connected with such utility and extension, as may be provided for in the 
ordinance making the grant or renewal and including all contracts for service 
or motor power {airly and reasonably made in good faith, by the utility, at a 
prica either .fixed in the ordinance or to be fixed In the manner provided by 
the ordinance making the grant or the renewal of the grant, such contracts 
it so purchased to be performed by the City. Nothing in such ordinance shall 
prevent the City from acquiring the property of any such utility by condem- 
nation proceedings or in an; other lawful mode; and all such methods of ac- 
.quisltlon shall he alternative to the power of purchase reserved in the grant 
•«r renewal as hereby provided. In such event, however, said contracts of 
.such utility shall be performed by tie City. Upon the acquisition by the City 
•fit the property of any utility, by purchase, condemnation, or otherwise, all 
grants or renewals shall at once terminate. 


Section 16S. 
ASSIGNMENT OF GRANTS: 
No such grant or Iran- 


•chiso shall be leased, assigned or otherwise alienated except with the express 
•consent of the City Commission. 


Section 169. 
EXTENSION BY ANNEXATION: It shall be provided in 


•every such grant that upon the annexation of any territory to the City the 
portkm of any such utility that may be located within such annexed territory 
;and upon the streets, alleys or public grounds thereof, shall thereafter be 
subject to all the terms of the grant as though it were an extension made 
•thereunder.

:at all times the distribution of space in, over, under or across a'.l streets, alleys

caused to be reconstructed, relocated, altered or discontinued; and said City 
shall at all times have the power to pass all regulatory ordinances affecting 
such utilities, which, in the opinion ot the City Commission are required in 
the interests of the public health, safety or accommodation.

FORFEITURES; 
If any action shall be instituted or 


prosecuted directly or indirectly by the grantee of any such grant, or by its 
stockholders or creditors, to set aside or have declared void any of the terms 
•of such grant, the whole of such grant may be thereupon forfeited and 
annulled at the option of the City Commission, to be expressed by ordinance. 
All-such grants shall make provision for the declaration of a forfeiture by 
the City Commission for the violation by. the grantee of any of the terms 
•thereof.

Section 172. 
ACCOUNTS AND REPORTS: 
Every person or corpor- 


ation operating a public utility'within the City limits, whether under a grant 
lieretofore or hereafter obtained, shall keep and maintain.at some place with- 
in the City suitable and complete books of accounts, showing in detail the 
assets, financial obligations, gross revenues, net profits and all the operations 
of such utility which are usually shown by a complete system of bookkeeping. 


Each such person or corporation, within sixty days after the end of 


each of its fiscal years, unless the City Commission shall extend the time, 
shall file with the City Commission a report for the preceding fiscal year, 
showing the gross revenue, the net profits, expenses of repairs, betterments 
and additions, amount paid for salaries, - amount paid for interest and dis- 
count, other eipenses of operation, and such other information, if any, as 
the City Commission may from time to time prescribe. 
If the City Com- 


mission shall prescribe the form for such reports, then such reports shall be 
made in the form from time to time prescribed by the City Commission. 


It shall be the duty of each such person or corporation to furnish the City 


Commission such supplementary or special information about its affairs as 
the City Commission may demand; and the City Commission or its author- 
ized representative, shall at any and all reasonable times have access to 
all the books, records and papers of each and every such person or corpor- 
ation, with the privilege of .taking copies of same or any part thereof. 


The duties herein prescribed may be specifically enforced by appropriate 


legal proceedings; and, in addition, each such person, or corporation, for fail- 
ure to comply with the provisions of this section shall be liable to the City of 
New Smyrna, Florida, in the sum of twenty-five dollars per day for each day 
of such failure, to be recovered in a civil action in the name of the City. 


• The provisions of this section do not apply to any utility extending in its 


operations to other communities not properly suburban to the City of New 


ollowing oath which may be administered by the registration officer, to-wit:

TED TANNER IS DEAD 


W. M, MARTIN HELD 


DEATH OF WELL KNOWN MAN 


FOLLOWS ALTERCATION IN A 


RESTAURANT 
EARLY 
FRIDAY 


MORNING. 


Following 
an altercation in the 


Palm cafe at an early hour last Fri- 
day morning, H. W. Tanner, better 
known as "Ted" Tanner, is dead and 
W. M. Martin, better known as "Mac" 
Martin, is being held for trial as be- 
ing responsible for his death. 


During the altercation it is alleged 


Tanner fell or was thrown to the ce- 
ment floor and his skull was fractured. 
He lived about 12 hours. 


A coroner's inquest was held Friday 


night in the Maley undertaking'par- 
ors before Justice W. H. Newell and 
the verdict of the coroner's jury was 
that Martin was responsible for Tan- 
ner's death, and reqommended that 
Martin be held for trial. 


According to the stories of the affair 


told by witnesses before the coroner's 
jury Martin and Tanner had been to- 
gether during the evening and had 
been on apparently friendly terms. 
Late in the night they were seen to- 
gether with a bottle of moonshine at 
the south end of the railroad freight 
station. Following this they went to 
the East Coast restaurant and ate to- 
gether, still apparently on good terms. 


Before Tanner had finished eating 


Martin got up and went out. 
After 


Tanner had finished he started for 
home and went into the'Palm cafe for 
a light for his cigarette. Martin was 
in the restaurant and had just been 
drinking a cup of coffee. As Tanner 
came up to the cigar lighter he made 
some remark about it being time for 
everybody to be in bed. Martin, ap- 
parently, recognized his voice, grab- 
bed his cup, stood up and hurled it 
at Tanner. The cup missed its mark 
and crashed through a window. Tan- 
ner rushed at Msrtin and the two men 
came together. 


By some eye witnesses it is claimed 


there were several blows struck, and 
by others it is said there were no 
blows struck, but all agree that dur- 
ing the melee Tanner went to tha 
floor and was apparently stunned. 
After he had been partly revived he 
was placed in an automobile and tak- 
en to a physician, who made a hurried 
examination and considered he was 
not dangerously hurt, so Tanner was 
taken home and put to bed without 
arousing his mother. 


From the time Tanner 
left tha 


restaurant'until hs was left in his own. 
bed he was conscious and able to 
talk. He. himself, did not seem to 
think he was badly hurt. 


When he did not get up in the morn- 


ing tfls mother went to call him and 
found him unconscious and with tha 
bed covered with blood. ^She at once 
notified her son John, who hurried to 
the house and was unable to aronse 
'ted. A doctor was called, who made 
an examination and 
ordered 
him 


taken to the hospital, where a more 
thorough examination was made and 
where it was determined the man was 
then in a (lying condition. He lived 
until about 
'•'• o'clock in ths afternoon. 


Funeral services over the remains 


of Ted Tanner were held Sunday af- 
ternoon at 2 o'clock at the home of his 
sister. Mrs. D. C. Silvers, conducted 
by P,cv. A. B. Cannady. and interment 
was made in the Hawks Park cem- 
etery. The funeral services were at- 
tended by the Woodmen in a body. 


Martin was taken into custody as 


soon as it was determined that Tan- 
ner had been mortally hurt and was 
turned over to Deputy Sheriff Turner, 
who was in the city on his way to De- 
Land, and was taken to the county 
jail to be held until the verdict of 
the coroner's jury.
